DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 7/12/2010, with respect to claims 1 and 3-15 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection has been withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a motivation to combine a safety scalpel 
blade assembly, inter alia, wherein the blade assembly has a guard attached therein by 
a removable tab disposed within a slot on the guard, and the blade is exposed by 
removing the tab from the distal end of the blade, as well as removing the tail end of the 
tab from the slot to completely remove the tab portion from the device and allow the 
guard to be removed from the cutting edge of the blade. The prior art does not
